A Rogue. 


A Rogue is kitowne to all men by his name, but not to all 
men by his conditions: no Puritane can diſſembemoze 
then hee foꝛ hee willſpeake in a lamentable tune, and cralwle as 
long the Streets, ( ſuppozting his body by a ſtaffe) as it 
there were not life enough in him to put ſtrength into his legs: 
his head ſhall bee bound about with linnen, loathſome to be- 
hold, and as filth ꝑ in colour as the complexion of his face : his 
-apparell is all tattered, his boſome naked, and moſt commonly 
ns ſhirt on : not that they are dꝛiuen to this miſery by mere 


want, but that il they had better cloathes giuen them they wold

All plates there 
foze being haunted with euill Spitits, A fo2ſwkethe fields and the 
Mountaines, and tooke my isurney backt againe to the City, 
whoſe cuſtomes (both good and bad) deũred to ber acquainted 
with. It was my foztune to trauell ſo late, that the Moone had 

tlimed vp to the very toppeof Midnight, befoze 3 had entrance 
into the Gates ofthe City, which made mer make the moze haſfe 
to my Lodging : but in my paſſage J firſt heard (in ſome good 
diſtance befozeme )the ſound ot a Bell, and then of amans voyce, 
both which tunes ſermed at that dead houre of the night verie 
dniefull. On J haſtned to know what nople it ſhould bee, and 
in the end found it to be the Belman of London. The ſound of 
his voyce at the firſt put me in mind ol the day ol Judgement: 
Men (me thought) ſtarting out ok their ſleepes at the ringing 
of his bell, as when they are to riſe from their graues at the call 
or atrumpet: but when A appꝛoached nere vnto him and beheld 
Aman with a lanthoꝛne and candle in his hand, a long ſtatfe on 
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of London. 
his necke, and a dogge at his tayle,J ſuppoſed verily,becanſe the 
Moone ſhone ſomewhatdimly,thatthe man in the Moone had 
leapt downe from heauen,4 (foz haſt) had left his buſh of thoꝛns 
behind him. But theſe imaginations vaniſhing, as faſt as 
they were begotten, J beganne to talke to my Bell man, and to 
aske him why with ſuch a Jangling and balling, and beating 
at mens dozes, hee went about to waken epther poaze men 
that were ouerwearied with labour, oz ficks men that hau mot 
need ot reſtẽ Hee made anſwere vato me; that the Ringing 
of his Bell, was not (like an Alarum in a Towne of Garri- 
ſon) to fright the Inhabitants, but rather it was Mulicke to 


charme them faſter withlleepe: the Beating at ther dozes allu⸗ 


red thoſe within, that no theeues were entered, noz that falſe 
ſeruants had wilfullꝑ o2 negligently ſuffered the doꝛzes to ſtand 
open, ta haue their Maſters robd, and that his crying out ſo loud 
was but like the hill Good morrow ofa Cocke, to put men 
(that had wealth inough / in mind of the time, how it flideth a- 
way, and to bid thoſe that are full of buſineſſe to bee watchfull 
fo2 their due houres wþen they were to rile. Mer calde him⸗ 
ſelfe therefoze the Centinell of theCity, the Watchman foz e- 
uery Ward;the honeſt Spie that diſcouered the Pꝛentizes of the 


night, and that as a lanthoꝛne in the pope.ofaShippe, was a 


guide oꝛ comfozt to Sea⸗men in molt pitch darkeneſſe, ſo was 
his walking vp and downe in the night time, a pꝛeuention to 
the City oftentimes of much and many dangerous fires. J li- 
ked well that thus he pꝛayſed himſelfe, becauſe in thoſe pꝛapſes 
lay the cammendation of an housurable, eiuilb and politike go- 
nernment. And ſa farce dealt J with him, that in the end hee 
b:ought mee acquainted with his office, aſwell as he knew it 
dimſelfe, and diſcouercd vnto me the pꝛoperties of his Ulalks , 
as how farre his bounds reached, what mad Yobgoblings he e 
oftentimes entountred with, what-miſchiefes he now and then 


pꝛeuented, what knaueries he was now and then an eye Wit⸗ 


neſſe to, and to what ſecret villames ( bzonght to bed in varke- 
nelle) hee was compelled to bee(though not the Mid wife) yet a 
goſſip,pzeſent at the labour and delivery . Ok all which, J ha⸗ 
uing a longing deũre to get the true pictures, and perſwading 


him that he was bound by his place, by his conſcience, and by 
the lawes of common humanity to lay open ſush plots as * 
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fo dangerous to the common wealth, whereof hee was a mem⸗ 
ber, hee y&lded at the length to diſcouer all that hee knew, and 
fo that purpoſe not onely carryed me home to his lodging, where 
hee gaue mee the notes and names of ſundꝛy abuſes begotten in 
the dead of night, but alſa went vp and downe the City with 
me all the nert day, ſhewing me the very voozes and Signes at 
which they dwelt, ana the very faces of thoſe that are the De · 
uils Facozs in thoſe Lowe Country commodities ol Mell: x 
learnt much by the Bell mans intelligence, but moꝛe afterwards 
by my owne obſetuation and experience: what Parchandize 
A ſtozed my ſelfe wity by both Uopages, herre doe J vnlade, and 
what pꝛoſit ſoeuer ariſes by the trafficke of them, ſhall if you 
pleaſe be wholly yours. And fo2 that the Lading was of ſun⸗ 
d2y commodities, J will deliuer them fozth in their ſeuerall par- 
cels, as J retepued them. 


Of Cheating Law. 


Al Vices maske themſelues with the vizards of Vertue: 
they boꝛrow their names, the better and moze currantlie 
to paſſe without ſuſpition :foz murder will be called Manhood, 
Drunkenneiſe is now held tobe Phyſicke; Impudence is Au- 
dacity, Riot god fellowſhippe, ec. Ss are theſe Villainies( whoſe 
faces I meane to diſtouer) painted ouer with freſh oꝛient Co- 
{ours, becauſe their lukes may bee moze pleaſing, and leſſe ſuſ⸗ 
pected to haue craft vnderneath them. And fo2 that purpoſe 
haue their Knaueries gotten the names of Arts oz lawes, as 
the Act of ſuch a thing oz ſuch a Law, not that they are inſtituti⸗ 
ons ſet down by law loꝛ the good ol men, oz of a common wealth: 
but as the Law is grounded vpon reaſon, and hath Maximes of 
Juſtices, vpon which ſhe buildeth all her Policies whereby ſher 
governs Kingdernes: Sotheſe new found lawes of the Deuils 
inuention, are grounded vpon miſchiefe, and are nothing elſe 
but certaine cs and Nules dꝛawn into heads (in an aſſembly 
of damned Wiretches) fo; the vtter vndoing ol Men, and ton⸗ 
fuſion of Weale publike. 

O all which Law es, the Higheſt in plate, and the Higheſt in 
perdition is the Cheating Law, oz the art of winning money by 
falſe dyce. Choſe that pzactiſe this ſtudy call themſelues Chea-

ters, the Dice Cheaters, and the money which they purchale 
Cheates: bozrowing the tearme from our common Lawyers, 
with whom all ſuch caſuals as fall to theLozdat the holding of 
his Leetes, as Waifes, Straies, and ſuch like, are ſaydto be Eſch- 
eated to tlie Lords vis, and are callen Cheates. This ſoat of 
Gameſters, were at firſt a few in number, (the Art being odions) 
they were pe as being hated and dꝛiuen from all good mens 
company.) But now there are ſo many pꝛoſeſt Cheaters,, and 
fo many that giue countenance to their Octupation, that they 
might make an Army ſufficient to giue the CTuxkea batteli. no 
are they not hungry thꝛead / bare knaues, but Gallants that rule 

in ſilk, and are whoꝛried thzough the {reetes in Coaches, theit 
purſes being full of Crownes, and their fingers being held vp, 
able to commaund rhe pꝛoudeſt Curtizan. Vea, to ſach a tank 
neſſe hath cuſtome bꝛought this vice, and to ſucha bolones, thut 
in the moſt noble alſemblies at the beſt Ordinaries, where pour 
oneip Gallants ſpend afternones, and in vour moſt ciuill mee 
tings of Marchants, your wealthieſt Citizens, ik they fall ko 
play with vice foz any round ſummes of money, it is now grown 
to a faſhion to haue ſome one 02 other to take vp the Cheaters 
weapons, and (without all reſpect ot honeſty, friendſhip oz ſotie⸗ 
ty) to beat all commers.
